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California leaders say 
higher education should 
be state’s priority 


SAN FRANCISCO) (AP) Cah 
lommma doesn trespoad soon fo the on 
hivhereducation, the state willend up with 


two groups of residents: those who can 
afford college and those who can’t, a 
cording to a survey of Caliuforma avi 
leaders 

The 29 people interiewed cntiazed 
both the state and post-secondary insutu 
nons themselves for poor budget manag 
ment and inadequately serving the needs 
of students 

“What do I think of the process for 
dealing with these issues’ Whai process ’ 
1 don’t think we have a process for dealing 
with them,” one respondent said 

The interviews were conducted by 
Public Agenda for the Califomia Higher 
Education Policy Center. The intermews, 
which were released Tuesday. were confi- 
dential
